2021 Funding: Confirmed coming to Kansas

With the onset of the pandemic, many Kansans worried about what would happen if a
loved one was hospitalized. In 2020, the Kansas Division of Emergency Management
(KDEM) used Coronavirus Relief Fund (CRF) dollars to purchase 150 ventilators to
respond to the COVID-19 pandemic. These ventilators were purchased by KDEM to
rapidly create a stockpile to ensure that all patients needing a ventilator would have
access.

KDEM later purchased an additional 150 ventilators with FEMA funds to ensure a 300-
ventilator stockpile. KDEM’s ventilators have been deployed to medical facilities across
the state: over half of the 300 ventilators were deployed to facilities in need of support, and
the remaining ventilators are warehoused in Topeka ready to deploy for future need.
 
In addition to KDEM’s ventilator support, KDEM aided providers and medical facilities
across the state through the Business PPE Program. Within the first week of the program,
46 private-sector health care facilities (across 16 counties) applied and were supported
with critical PPE. This PPE included gowns, respirators, face coverings, face shields and
coveralls.
 
“The PPE that was provided to these facilities allowed them to continue operating safely
for a combined 1,316 days and supported 2,080 employees,” said Maj. Gen. David
Weishaar, the Adjutant General of Kansas. “They received 190,404 pieces of PPE
shipped directly from the state disaster warehouse within 24 to 48 hours of application.”
 
The Business PPE Program has supported a variety of different business types, including
agriculture, construction, and health care. These companies applied through the grant and
provided proof of sourcing difficulties due to supply chain disruptions.

Mercy and Truth Medical Clinic’s mission has been the same for over 25 years: to
compassionately provide healthcare for the uninsured and underserved in their community
and the world. What began as a mission trip outside the US in 1995, now includes two
safety-net clinics, one in Kansas City, Kan., (Wyandotte County) and one in Shawnee
(Johnson County). They continue to search for new avenues to meet the needs of their
neighbors. 

Their annual “Boo to the Flu” event is one essential way many uninsured Kansans receive
their flu vaccinations. Each year, 400 free flu shots donated by the Kansas Department of
Health and Environment, 400 free turkeys, 400 free hoodies/coats, food boxes and
cleaning supplies are given away at the event. In November, CARES Act funding provided
much-needed support to put on the event at the Wyandotte County clinic.

This year's event was done entirely contactless. Civic groups, churches and schools
helped spread the word and work the event. At each of the clinic locations, cars were lined
up hours ahead of the scheduled event start time. Volunteers, who included board
members and donors, worked hard to keep the car lines efficiently moving, and in the end
all donations were given away in record time.
